VANCOUVER (CP).— The Vancouver Building 
Trades Council, representing some 30,000 workers, has 
voted to take action to oust the Social Credit govern:

1959 conference because of its neu- 
tral, mid-way. position and because of the 
facilities available at the Palais Des Nations, 
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The UN could participate in a more direct

Hammarskjold were invited to ‘participate. 
Mr. Hammarskjold would have participated 
last year if the proposal for a summit con- 
ference at the UN in New York had not been 
cancelled at the last moment. It's suggested 
at the UN that the United States would like 
to have Mr. Hammarsk jold invited again this 
year, possibly to act’ as a neutral chairman. 
The Secretary-General himself recently 
made a statement in Rangoon which is in- 
terpreted as a subtle suggestion that the UN 
might participate in high-level talks.
